Renumbered as claims 1 -1 5 for pending claims 1 -3, 5-1 5, and 1 7. 

Claims 1-3, 5-15, and 17 of the current application are allowed for the reason of 
none of prior art of record teaches nor suggests "two first screen vectors, one in each of 
the first and second-color halftone screens, each first screen vector being in a spatial 
frequency domain defined by a basis vector of a halftone dot pattern of the respective 
halftone screen, are parallel to each other, two second screen vectors, one in each of 
the first and second-color halftone screens, each second screen vector being in a 
spatial frequency domain defined by a basis vector of a halftone dot pattern of the 
respective halftone screen, are not parallel to each other, and two second screen 
vectors, one in each of the third and fourth-color halftone screens, each second screen 
vector being in a spatial frequency domain defined by a basis vector of a halftone dot 
pattern of the respective halftone screen, are parallel to each other, and two first screen 
vectors, one in each of the third and fourth-color halftone screens, each first screen 
vector being in a spatial frequency domain defined by a basis vector of a halftone dot 
pattern of the respective halftone screen, are not parallel to each other."
